invasion of this

during 
whieh the flier was to he feted and 
deeorated with the order of Leopold 
by King Albert of the Belgians. 
Lindbergh flew almost, continually 
in the rain, hut stepped from 
the 
cockpit of his plane as dry 
and 
com fortable as though he had been 
riding a limousine. 
The eseort planes, 10 of 
them 
which left here to greet him, found 
Lindbergh exactly on his 
course 
near Mons. Tin* escort 
surrounded 
Ihc Ryan plane but had difficulty iu 
keeping up for “ wo” were averaging 
about 100 miles an hour. 
Members of the government 
and 
other prominent guests 
surrounded 
the plane a moment after it stopped 
to march with it toward the platform 
where it was raised to the view of 
cheering thousands. Premier Jaspar 
led the procession. 
Belgian troops with fixed bayonets 
protected the plane from 
damage 
s u c h as was received from the wel­ 
c o m i n g crowd at Paris as the craft 
w a s pushed to the platform. 
Children numbering 1,000 waved 
American flags as Lindbergh’s plane 
taxied to a halt at this field at 3:12 
p. in., which is 10:12 a. m., eastern 
daylight time. 
Lindbergh, probably 
remembering 
the mauling he received from 
en­ 
t h u s i a s t i c thousands at Le Bourget 
a week ago tonight, remained in the 
cockpit of his plane until an 
auto­ 
m o b ile came alongside. 
Tie 
shook 
hands with the welcoming diplomats 
through a window. 
“ It was a splendid flight,” 
he 
said. “ I enjoyed every minute of it. 
The motor is in fine shape and 
I 
co u l d circle Europe without touching 
it. ” 
Lindbergh 
misunderstood 
the 
landing signals displayed for 
him 
here and came down in a far corner 
of the field obliging the generals and 
diplomats, some of them beyond the 
sprinting age, to engage in a cross 
country gallop to welcome him. 
Tie circled the field three 
times 
while the 
crowd 
cheered 
itselt 
breat bless. 
Approximator 100.000 
persoi^ 
had arrived from the provinces to­ 
day to participate in what undoubt­ 
edly was to be the greatest welcome 
ever aeeorded a private citizen 
in 
Belgium. By unanimous 
consent, 
Brussels dressed herself in holiday 
attire today. Belgian and American 
colors fluttered all over the city. 
King Albert already has signed 
a 
decree appointing 
Lindbergh 
a 
chevalier of the order of Leonold— 
the highest honor Belgium can con­ 
fer.

A 60 year old miner, Dan Woods, 
today was credited 
with 
having 
saved the lives of the rest of 
the 
crew when the explosion blocked the 
entrance of the shaft with a 
solid 
wall of debris at noon yesterday. 
The men were beginning to 
get 
hysterical, when Woods, veteran of 
many a mine disaster, took charge. 
Through the dense smoke. Woods 
led the survivors to safety through 
n little known north slope exit. The 
men inarched in lock step 
behind 
him.

Selling Neckties By Mail Proved To uiniLMIIU(IIIuunilu 
Be A Big Business, Is Now Exposed ||(||^ 
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Rushville 
People. 
Who 
Assisted 


“ Paunee Bill,” Poor Blind 
Man, 
Also Aided St. Louis 
Manufac­ 


turer, 
Kicked 
From 
American 
Legion, and Now in Toils of 
the 
Law. Two Blind Men Used as his 
Tools in Business 
That 
Almost 
Wecked the Mails Due to Volume. 


How a vast mail order 
business 
thrived for months, due to sympa­ 
thy for a poor blind man in St. Lou­ 
is, Mo., is revealed in 
information 
received here from the Better Bus­ 
iness Bureau of that city, in whieh 
the plan was not approved as a le­ 
gitimate scheme hv that organiza­ 
tion. 
The business was 
one of selling 
neckties by mail, and which reached 
Rushville a few months ago, when 
mail hag after mail bag 
was 
un­ 
loaded here from “ Paunee 
Bill,” 
a poor blind man. 
The disclosures of 
the 
Better 
Business Bureau set out that there 
were two agencies employed to ap­ 
ply for sympathy 
through 
the 
mails, both being blind men. 
Due 
was “ Paunee Bill” and the 
other 
was “ Necktie Tyler.” 
The ties were sent to people 
in 
Rushville in packages of four, and 
with the request that the person re­ 
ceiving them should remit $1.25 to 
the poor blind man, who was 
en­ 
deavoring to make a living in 
this 
small way. The appeal for pity re­ 
sulted in many persons sending the 
money, although they did not want 
the ties. 
Included with the ties was 
pos­ 
tage with whieh to return them, in 
ease they were not wanted, and the 
recipient did not 
leel 
charitably 
inclined. 
A number of Rushville people who 
had received similar packages be­ 
fore from Buffalo, refused to return 
the ties because they had not been 
ordered, and they did not want to 
bother with them. 
The information received 
here 
from St. Louis shows that the neck­ 
tie business was carried on by the 
two blinddealers 
on a 
mammoth 
scale.’ During the last year “ Paunee 
Bill” spent a total of $300,000 for 
postage. “ Necktie Tvler ’ reported 
a net profit for the last quarter in

Every effort is being made to eva­ 
cuate4 the women and children ot the 
little village. The men, true to the 
traditions of the district, are choos­ 
ing to remain with their homes. Fliey 
say they will live on the roofs rather 
than desert. 
The flood 
waters are rising all 
along the valley of the Teche. 
At 
Breaux bridge and at St. 
Martins­ 
ville new high levels were reported 
overnight. 
From all sections of the flooded 
area come strange stories as told by 
relief workers. 
Four weeks ago the district 
was 
beautiful with growing crops. Now it 
is a barren waste overrun by water. 
The woods stand out like green 
islands and the 
levees 
like

streaks of green in a muddy brown. 
In the territory

of Breaux 
bridge the rescue workers have re­ 
ported the most amusing conditions. 
One negro refused to leave his home 
until he had obtained his most prized 
possession—a guitar.

industry and labor. 
During the course and his hour 
and one-half 
address, 
Mr. 
Settle 
reviewed the history of the legisla­ 
tive fight in Wash moron, culminating 
in tlie* passage of the Haugen-Mc- 
Narv bill at the last session of con­ 
gress and its veto by President Coo- 
lidgo. 
Berl Hincliman, president of the 
Washington township 
organization, 
presided at the meeting, and George 
Ertle of Washingon township, 
vice 
president of the Rush County Farm 
Bureau, introduced Mr. Settle. The 
Mays orchestra played several selec­ 
tions and the Misses Ophelia 
and 
Martha Heath of Raleigh sang two 
duets as preliminaries to the 
ad­ 
dress. 
“ In the past we have made boasts 
that the farm is the best place 
to 
rear our boys and girls, 
said Mr.

There is no countrv 
which can come to the point that

States, but that farmers have gone 
back to peasantry. The

hope 
for the American farmer is his in­ 
telligence and education. 
He declared that 
the 
American 
farmer is getting more free advice 
than any other class in the world, 
and he advised that the farmer ac­ 
cept that advice and study it in the 
light of the interest the person giv­ 
ing it has in the farmer. 
Mr. Settle asserted that it is im­ 
possible to educate boys to remain 
on the farm because ambitious boys 
will go where they can do best. 1 ho 
only way to keep them, he reasoned, 
is to make farming profitable. 
The Indiana farmers’

clared that there was no organiza­ 
tion which

F r o m P a g * O n « 
organized, he pointed out that every 
piece of legislation sponsored by the 
federation in the last session of the 
legislature was enacted and that In­

“ We have demonstrated that we 
have the strength and ability to re­ 
gain losses suffered to other groups 
if we maintain our morale,” he con­ 
tinued. “ Our influence is measured 
by what we arc able to do.

“ There’s a solution to this

I know you can do that. 
I know 
some of you are becoming discour­ 
aged, but avoid that, because dis­

I am sure victory is just 
out in front if we will all work.” 
Mr. Settle said no one thing 
is 
going to solve the farmer’s problem 
which is four-fold—legislation, co­

marketing,

and social. 
The speaker then began a discus­ 
sion of the light for the legislation

Yet, in the face of this, one 
man denied us the right to enjoy

He promisd that if. enough of the 
states were not white in the next 
congress to pass the bill over the 
president’s veto, a man would

elected in 1928 who would not veto 
ft. 
He alluded to his spat with Rep. 
Tincher of Kansas at the last ses­ 
sion of congress, Tincher having re­ 
ferred to him as the representative 
of the farmers who wore spats, and 
asserted that Tincher would not be 
in the next session and that his dis­ 
trict would be turned from black to 
white on the map. 
The speaker quoted a mass of sta- 
stictics to show the decline of farm 
prosperity and asserted that present 
conditions were not due to a swing- 
back from the war inflation, but had 
been creeping up for 20 or 25 years. 
He expressed 
a doubt whether 
farmers ever made an actual profit, 
if they counted their labor, depre­ 
ciation and investment. 
He pointed 
out that farmers had suffered a loss 
of 30 billion dollars while the wealth 
of the nation had increased 85 bil­ 
lions. 
“ You are producing more wealth 
than ever before,” he asserted, “ but 
you have lost 
30 
billion 
dollars 
since the deflation began. The cause 
is the industrializing of America at 
the expense of the farmer. You are 
buying in America on an American 
plane of prices protected 
by 
an 
American tariff and you are selling 
in a world market where you are 
in 
competition with the peasant 
and 
the open. What we ex-j>ect to do 
is 
to put farming on a plane with in­ 
dustry and labor.” 
Mr. Settle 
asserted 
Secretaries 
Mellon, Hoover and Jardine wrote 
Coolidge’s veto to the Haugen-Mc- 
Kary bill, and added: “ After all, 
you can't expert Coolidge 
to know 
anything about 
agriculture 
when 
you think that he was reared in Ver­ 
mont where the chief products are 
tombstones and maple syrup.” . 
He averred that every 
argument 
against the Haugen-Me Nary bill was 
equally effective against the indus­ 
trial tariff. He quoted Sir Josiah 
Stump, famous British economist, 
as saying the Haugen-McNary bill 
was “ not fallacous, is not price fix­ 
ing, is not ecnomieally unsound, but 
is as sound as the tariff itself.” 
He explained that the legislation 
simply proposed to keep the price 
of farm products up to the tariff 
wall by controlling exportable sur­ 
plus. The equalization fee would 
be 
collected from the whole crop, 
he 
explained, to pay the difference be­ 
tween the price 
received 
on 
the 
American market and the price re­ 
ceived for the surplus abroad. 
He 
¡minted out that the legislation will 
bring about just what is being ac­ 


complished with co-operative mar­ 
keting, only that all the growers will 
stand their share of the expense, 
nstead of a few.

said “ violent tornadoes will he one 
notable feature of the year.” 
Three major tornadoes 
already 
have come, taking 
hundreds

lives and great damage, 
and

The Rock Springs tornado of early 
April took a death toll of abut

and some 300 lost their lives in the 
recent southwestern tornado. 
How Browne knows all this is too 
long a story to be told here. 
His 
elaborate system of forecasting is 
based 011 the long time variation in 
the sun's heat and its effect in pro­ 
ducing changes in the surface tem­ 
peratures of the oceans. 
“ Every maximum sun spot per­ 
iod,” he savs, “ means violent fluc­ 
tuations of solar 
heat. 
Radiation 
reaches the earth unevenly, increas­ 
ing tendencies toward earthy distur­ 
bances. The ancient Chinese 
knew 
that large sun spot years were no­ 
table for earthquakes. With millions 
of tons of atmospheric pressure 
to 
the square foot of earth’s surface, 
an alternation of high and low pres­ 
sure or weak spots in the earth’s 
crust pulls the trigger and sets off 
jttakes. 
“ This is only an example of nty 
entire theory of causations. Causa­ 
tions are neglected in orthodox me­ 
teorological thought. 
Browne and 
the U. S. 
Weather 
Bureau have long been 
at swords’ 
points. The Weather Bureau says it 
can’t predict weather beyond 
four 
days at the very most. 
It 
admits 
that sun spots seem to cause slight 
weather changes, hut takes 
every 
opportunity to discredit Browne and 
ill hut officially calls him a faker. 
Browne replies that the bureau is 
in the hands of “ an autocratic old 
fogy” armed with ancient 
instru­ 
ments, who has propagandized 
the 
country against him. 
He 
accuses 
the bureau of pussyfooting, of oust­ 
ing 
the 
farmers 
$100,000,- 
000 a year and of altering official 
weather reports to eliminate actual 
occurences previously predicted by 
Browne. The Weather Bureau, 
In* 
says, “ has never forecast 
a severe 
weather (condition more 
than 
36 
hours ahead." 
Whether Browne or the Weftther 
Bureau is 
to 
he discredited 
may 
well depend on the weather’s actions 
and crop conditions for the rest of 
the year. Browne is perfectly willing 
to abide by this. 
Meanwhile his clients nro enthus­ 
iastic and lie shows letters congra­ 
tulating him 011 85 to 100 per cent 
accuracy, including one 
from the 
Texas Wheat Growers 
Association 
terming his forecasts 
“ remarkably 
right all along.” Browne claims to 
serve 75 per cent of all W ashington 
and Oregon apple growers, many big 
vegetable and fruit growers, sports­ 
men, 
race 
promoters, 
convention 
committees and a great variety 
of 
other interests concerned 
with fu ­ 
ture weather.
